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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Griessl et al. discloses 
applying a "typical reduce operation" to all input data with respect to shape information, wherein the different types of fields, i.e. resolution 
levels, may be treated differently (see column 6, lines 36-40). As such, slices of an image are not treated differently, but rather only the 
resolution levels of the shape information are treated differently.but rather only the resolution levels of the shape information are treated 
differently. Examiner disagree since Vladimir et al clearly teaches the apatio-temporal filtering based on multiple thresholding and examiner 
used an obvious rejection wherein Griesel et al teaches the control module 101 and reduce modules 102 and 103 that are applied at a
